The arteries to the b rain are 
hardened and fail to deliver their 
normal quota of b lood and, as a 
result, the gray m atter suffers from 
a lack of nourishment. In these 
circumstance» the mind deteriorates 
regardless of how keen it’ was in 
the past. In the interim a stroke 
may supervene, creating additional 
damage. 


This sequence of events does not 
happen to everyone, as we all are 
acquainted with oldsters who have 
maintained their mental faculties 
far into their eighties and nineties. 
Moreover, those who are afflicted 
are not always incapacitated, as the 
changes are hardly noticeab le. Even 
those with marked deterioration 
have their good and b ad days. The 
majority, however, are clear and 
rational most of the day b ut tend 
to b ecome confused toward evening 
and at night have the additional 
b urden of insomnia. They are rest­ 
less and easily agitated b y minor 
and unimportant Incidents. Other 
conditions may co-ex ist, such as 
headache, indigestion, and pains 
from arthritis and heart troub le. 
Such individuals often are overly 
concerned ab out their health and 
live in a state of anx iety for fear 
that death is im m inent They can­ 
not b e b lamed, b ut all too often 
their symptoms are uppermost in 
their thoughts and they talk con­ 
tinuously ab out their ailments. 


Senile changes such as these may 
continue over a period of years and 
as time goes b y the oldster b ecomes 
more difficult to manage at home. 
The standard remedies consist of 
sedatives, b ecause of their quieting 
effect. In addition, these products 
aUay apprehension 
and 
anx iety. 
Since matters are likely to b e worse 
whaiever a cold or kidney infection 
ex ists, everything possib le must b e 
done to keep disorders of this nature 
under 
control. 
This cannot 
b e 
stressed sufficiently, as many old­ 
sters b ecome more rational and less 
confused when a hidden infection is 
discovered and eliminated. Other- 
* wise, those who attend these in­ 
dividuals can do little more than 
keep 
a 
watchful 
eye 
on 
their 
charges. Care must b e taken to 
attend to their daily needs and to 
protect them from harm and mis­ 
fortune.

more 
physicians are directing their re­ 
search toward this prob lem.

Drugs of this type are 
used to improve the b lood flow to 
other parts of the b ody, such as 
the heart and legs, and there is no 
reason why it should not affect the 
vessels leading to the b rain.

The Washington Merry-Go-Round 


U. N. Will Now Continue Battle Of Berlin; Stalin Refused Further Talks In Krem 
tin On Excuse He Is Sick; Labor Wins In Maine 


By DREW PEARSON 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 20.—Today 
the toddling United Nations tugs 
up its diapers and starts an uneasy 
session in Paris. The scene of the 
sessions is jewel-like Chaillot Palace 
overlooking the Eiffel Tower. 
Eight years ago, Adolf Hitler did a 
jig in Chaillot Palace after the Nazi 
army captured Paris. 
And if b y 
some remote chance Hitler is alive 
today, he's prob ab ly doing another 
gleeful jig, b ecause his former ene­ 
mies have b een split and divided 
b eyond the Fuerer’s wildest dreams. 
Hitler’s No. 1 tactic wa s “divide 
and conquer.” Part one of his b asic 
precept has already b een accomp­ 
lished. World War III would finish 
off his hopes, and the fear of World 
War m will b e weighing heavily 
on the shoulders of the young 
United Nations as it opens in Paris 
today. 
Stalin Gets “Sick”?? 
Pinal decision to throw the Ber­ 
lin crisis Into the U. N. was made 
after the Western envoys met in

Tuesday. The Western powers had 
hoped that a final talk with Stalin 
might b reak the Berlin deadlock. 
That deadlock centered on Marshal 
Sokolovsky’s flat refusal to permit 
Four-Power control over Berlin cur­ 
rency. He insisted that Russia mu.st 
rule Berlin’s economics—which also 
meant Russian control of customs, 
including all goods arriving via the 
airlift. 
Sokolovsky’s ob durance undoub t­ 
edly was on orders from Moscow, 
Yet In Moscow Stalin had previous­ 
ly agreed to the principle of Four- 
Power control. 
So to settle this 
Stalin-Sokolovsky b uck-passing, the 
Western envoys walked into Molo­ 
tov’s office last Tuesday and asked 
for another audience with Stalin.

As Pre.sident Truman and Gover­ 
nor Dewey b egin their campaign 
tours, contrasting lights are thrown 
on their respective strengths and 
chances b y an incident last week. 
This was a pledge of support of Mr. 
Dewey b y Mr. Dean Alsange, an 
official of a minor party fairly 
strong in New' York, the Lib eral 
Party. The pledge was personal, it 
in no way committed the Lib eral 
Party, b ut this did not deprive the 
incident of material political signi­ 
ficance. nor of drama. 
Mr. Alsange had in 19 42 run for 
Governor of New York as an op­ 
ponent of Mr. Dewey, and had re­ 
ceived a formidab le vote, almost a 
fifth that of Mr. Dewey, in New 
York City nearly a half. Ob viously, 
so far as Mr. Alsange has a personal 
following, his present position will 
b e a help to Mr. Dew'ey toward 
carrying New York SUte. Further, 
Mr 
Alsange declared to lib erals 
everywhere that, as of today, the 
Repub lican Party provides a b etter 
hope for lib erals than the Demo­ 
cratic Party. 
Has Material Importance 
Thus the incident last week has 
material importance in the present 
campaign. But a deeper importance 
lies in the b earing of this incident 
on the change in American political 
parties and thought that has taken 
place since Roosevelt last ran for 
the Presidency. 
In that 19 44 campaign Roasevelt 
had the formal support of aImo.st 
literally every lib eral or radical 
group, in addition, of course, to tlie 
Democrats. The Lib eral Party made 
him its Presidential nominee, and so 
did the American Lab or Party. The 
CIO Political Action Committee en- 
dor.sed him. and .so did the Com- 
miiiu.st Party, calling

That failure to b ring ab out re- 
nomination of Mr. Wallace w'as b y 
far the most important ev'^nt in 
recent American politics. To mea­ 


sure the immensity of its signifi­ 
cance and effect, consider that if 
Mr. W'allace had b een re-nominated 
he would today b e President, ann 
presumab ly the Democratic nominee 
in the election nex t Novemb er. 
Parallel action of left w'ing groups 
b egun in the 19 44 campaign con­ 
tinued for tw’o years. But in late 
19 46 two disasters fell upon the left 
wing. 
Mr. Wallace was dismissed 
from the cab inet b y President Tru­ 
man, mainly b ecause he proposed a 
policy ab out Russia differing from 
that of the Administration. By this 
Mr. Wallace lost standing in the 
Democratic Party, ending any hope 
that he and his left wing following 
could achieve control of the *^arty. 
Two months later, in the 19 46 Con- 
gre.ssional elections, the Repiib licans 
won control of Congress. 
Left W ing In Confusion 
That doub le disaster threw the 
left wing Into confusion and disrup­ 
tion. the ex isting groups fell apart 
from each other and new groups 
came into ex istence. As of today the 
diversity of the groups and differ­ 
ences among them can b e shown b y 
a b rief listing; 
One new group. Progressive Citi­ 
zens of America, formed a new 
party, with x Mr. Wallace as 
its 
candidate for President. 
, 
Another new group, American for 
Democratic Action, remaining active 
within the Democratic Party, first 
opposed nomination of Mr. TYumim 
b ut now supports him 
A striking 
symb ol of tiie left wing disruption 
is the -separation of Mr. Wallace 
and Mrs. Roosevelt, formerly asso­ 
ciated closely; Mrs. Roo.seveIt is now 
an official of ADA and a supporter 
of Mr. Truman. 
The CIO Political Action Commit­ 
tee. formerly the largest and most 
thoroughly organized of the left 
wing groups, supports Mr. Truman 
b ut has lost much of its follow'ing 
to Mr. W’allace's new Progressive 
Party. 
The Lib eral Party has endorsed 
Mr. Truman, b ut an important of­ 
ficial of it supports Mr. Dewey.

CIO Leader 'Put Heat' On Army 


Secretary To Flout Labor Act 


By DAVID LAWRENCE 


WASHINGTON. Sept. 20—PhiUp 
Murray, head of the CIO, has suc­ 
cessfully “put the heat” on the 
Secretary of the Army, Kenneth 
Royall, and caused him to violate 
the spirit, If not the letter, of tl\e 
Taft-Hartley Ag l. 
Mr. Murray wanted the Army to 
recognize the “closed shop” in the 
hiring of longslioremen on the west 
coast. Inasmuch as the CIO leader 
is openly working for the re-election 
of President 'Truman, this certain­ 
ly put Secretary Royall in a hot 
spot. 
But the hiring of longshoremen 
through hiring halls which dis­ 
criminate against non-union men 
has b een declared illegal b y the 
National Lab or 
Relations 
Board 
under the Taft-Hartley Act. Mr. 
Murray nevertheless asked the Sec­ 
retary of the Army either to hire 
workers directly through such halls 
or else to make a contract with 
some company that may b e choos­ 
ing to disregard the legal limita­ 
tions on “hiring halls.” 


Murray Would Violate Law 


It is true that the Army ships 
used to follow the practice of hiring 
through the “closed shop” halls, b ut 
this was b efore the "closed shop” 
had b een declared illegal. Yet Mr. 
Murray b razenly asked the Secre­ 
tary of the Army to resume its 
previous “practice.” 
Mr. Royall has to load goods for 
the i^ r East, and the strike on our 
west coast reached the point where 
orders were recently issued to re­ 
cruit longshoremen directly. Reports 
received here 
indicate that the 
union delib erately interfered with 
the Army’s efforts to get dock 
workers and actually urged the men 
to refrain from meeting the Army’s 
needs. This may b e an interference 
with the laws of the United States 
governing recruitment of personnel 
and, as such, ought to have the at­ 
tention of the Department of Jus­ 
tice. 
The 
latest suggestion virtually 
means that the Army closed its 
eyes to the situation and confessed 
it has b een b eaten b y the long- 


shoremen’s tactics and that a con­ 
tract b e made with a private com­ 
pany which has already come to 
terms with the union in a manner 
that circumvents the spirit of the 
law. 
The CIO union in question is 
. 
headed b y Harry Bridges, who ha s ^ 
successfully b attled in the cour* 
the government's efforts to deport 
him on the ground that he w’a.*^ a 
communist. The 
officers of 
tiie 
union have refused to sign the anti­ 
communist affidavits which are re­ 
quired b y federal law of any union 
which wishes to use the National 
Lab or Relations Board machinery. 
The employers are refusing to deal 
with the union unless it complies 
with the law. The contractors who 
have b roken away from the employ­ 
er group are now b eing suggested as 
the 
(mes with whom the army 
should deal. 
It Is a far cry from the days of 
the Wagner Act when, during war­ 
time, the CIO. in b ehalf of the Auto 
Workers’ Union, sought to elimin­ 
ate from Army b idding the Ford 
Motor Car Company and any com­ 
panies accused in proceedings b e­ 
fore the lab or b <mrd. 
In this instance, there is no ques­ 
tion ab out the fact that hiring halls 
are “closed shops” and that Con­ 
gress has made it unlawful for any 
union, b y a strike o r otherwise, to 
coerce an employer into a "closed 
shop” agreement. For the Secretary 
of the Army to Ignore this plain 
provision of the law and to deal 
with a unicai which has insisted 
that the “hiring halls” b e main­ 
tained, is to fiout the statute. 
It is surprising indeed that the 
Army has surrendered to the long­ 
shoremen’s union b y granting the 
demands of 
the CIO chieftain. 
Certainly it adds proof to Senator 
Taft’s recent charge that PresideDt 
Truman is permitting open defiance 
of the Taft-Hartley Act. which he 
is sworn b y the Constitution to up­ 
hold as long as it is the law of the 
land, even though he may, of course, 
properly agitate for its repeal

Our best chance of preserving the American 
system of government depends upon how free our 
campaigns are kept from the prejudice of party, class 
or race. and upon the extent to which we can unify, 
rather than divide our people. 
The key word in that sentence is “class.** 
During 
the past decade the American people have been con­ 
stantly warned, and rightly, against disruptive pre­ 
judices of “race, creed or color.** 
Yet many of those 
who sound that warning attempt themselves to stir 
un bitterness and even warfare between mote or less 
mythical “cl asset** in America 
The President did 
that at Detroit when he portrayed workers and em­ 
ployers as separate and conflicting climes, and told 
his audience that only tho Democratic Party can 
cave them from bring brushed out by “Republican 
reactionaries." 
He resorted to that type of demogoguery In his 
address to the farmers when he endeavored to create 
the belief that (he Republican Party was fostering tho 
interests of the “gluttons of privilege" who ars as­ 
sociated with Wall Street. 
Mr. Truman did not tell 
the farmers that the Wall Streeters he now condemns 
are striving to pull from the firs his long list of 
blunders since he took over the presidency. 
There 
Is Secretary of Defense James Porrestal. Under Secre­ 
tary of State Robert A. Lovett, Secretary of Commerce 
W. A wren Harriman, Amba ms dor to Great Britain

Truman should be thankful that such men are so 
much broader in mind than he that they a minim lisle 
his abuse and go on trying to hold this Nation together 
m spite of him. 
Such campaign tactics are pure clam warfare, 
ss dangerous In its way as Henry Wallace's Incendiary 
preaching, though free from his communistic overtones. 
When Candidate Truman began his speech to the 
fanners be either was not aware of It. or he found It 
eoQve&Sent to Ignore the fact that Governor Dewey 
had liken all the punch out of his attack on the Re­ 
publican Party when he clearly stated his position In 
relation to the price support program.

But Candidate Truman’s smear methods are aimed 
at fostering clam hatred and to belittle any sensible 
approach to problems requiring solution and which 
win bring about unity. 
Why should the word “dam” be regularly omitted 
In warnings against the prejudices that may destiny 
American unity? 
The reason, we believe, is that 
“liberal" thinking in this country has become twisted. 
By stressing racial differences. Hitler committed crimes 
against civilization which history can never forget. 
But did he commit more crimes than Stalin has perpe­ 
trated against Russians who happened to belong to 
the wrong economic class? Yet many Americans. In­ 
cluding our President, who deplore the one kind of 
prejudice will not hesitate to use the other as a 
political tool.

As President Truman and Gover­ 
nor Dewey begin their campaign 
tours, contrasting lights are thrown 
on their respective strengths and 
chances by an incident last week. 
This was a pledge of support of Mr. 
Dewey by Mr. Dean Aisange. an 
official of a minor party fairly 
strong in New York, the Liberal 
Party. The pledge was personal, it 
in no way committed the Liberal 
Party, but this did not deprive the 
incident of material political signi­ 
ficance. nor of drama. 
Mr. Aisange had in 1942 run for 
Governor of New York as an op­ 
ponent of Mr. Dewey, and had re­ 
ceived a formidable vote, almost a 
fifth that of Mr. Dewey, in New 
York City nearly a half. Obviously. 
so far as Mr. Aisange has a personal 
following, his present position will 
be a help to Mr. Dewey toward 
carrying New York State. Further, 
Mr Aisange declared to liberals 
everywhere that, as of today, the 
Republican Party provides a better 
hope for liberals than the Demo­ 
cratic Party. 
Has Material Importance 
Thus the incident last week has 
material importance in the present 
campaign. But a deeper importance 
lies in the bearing of this incident 
on the change in American political 
parties and thought that has taken 
place since Roosevelt last ran for 
the Presidency. 
. In that 1944 campaign Roosevelt 
had the formal support of almost 
literally every liberal or radical 
group, in addition, of course, lo the 
Democrats. The Liberal Party made 
him its Presidential nominee, and so 
did the American Labor Party. The 
CIO Political Action Committee en­ 
dorsed him. and so did tile Com­ 
munist Party, calling itself that 
year the Communist Political Asso­ 
ciation. 
These actions by left wing organ­ 
izations in 1944 took place in ad­ 
vance of the Democratic National 
Convention. Presumably part of the

Miss Heilman, 
whom I consider the first literate 
ex p onent of the future totalitarian 
man. occup ies a p osition of dis­ 
tinctive though unenviable imp ort­ 
ance in contemp oran* letters. 


I have a hunch about these char- j 
acters Td like to dwell on for a ' 
moment. All or most of the Heilman 1 
major characters are merciless, or ■ 
to choose a more descrip tive word, | 
p ossessed of a single idea, usually 
an evil idea, and are not to be 
deflected from it by any considera­ 
tion at all, esp ecially a human con­ 
sideration. They have no weakness­ 
es, the.se characters, and are not 
brought to justice, as are mast 
tragic characters, by their own fail­ 
ings. They must be outw'itted by 
other, equally p ossessed characters. 
The Hubbard scoundrels—Marcus. 
Regina, Ben—are in their sep arate 
ways imp lacable abo\e all else; 
Miss Heilman toys occasionally with 


“Another Part of the Forest,’’ to 
get radio into this somewhere, is 
a difficult p lay to p ut on the air.
